Plans Expansion

Southern California Ou Com­ 
pany's budget for 1053 anticipate* 
capital expenditures of about $1,- 
450,000 in this area, it was learned 
today from L. E. Green, manager 
of the company'* Southweat Divi­ 
sion.

The Southwest Division includes 
0orrance, Inglewood, Hawthorne, 
Palos Verdes, the Beach Cities, 
El Segundo, and other communi­ 
ties contigious to these cities.

The two major items in this 
year'* budget, Green said, are 1) 
$825,000 which will be expended 
for new pipelines and meters to 
supply gas to some 7,900 new cus­ 
tomers that it is estimated Will 
be added in the next 12-month 

period; and 2) $500,000 required 
W> carry on the cbmpany'c .long- 
range pipeline repair and replace­ 
ment program.

The rest of the funds allocated 
to this area this year will go into 
repairs and replacements in the 
company's natural gas transmis­ 
sion system, and Into the new 
buildings and equipment needed 
to care for the steady enlarge­ 
ment of the business here. 
4 The company's total capital 

idget this year amounts to more 
than $32,000,000. This is the sev­ 
enth consecutive year that capi­ 
tal expenditures to keep abreast 
of the continued growth of South­ 
ern California will be in excess of 
$26,000,000, Green stated. ,
